NO PETS ALLOWED 

In her article on the Cat in China last 
month, Mabel Huggins told us that the 
pet cat had disappeared there under the Red 
regime. And some months ago another cor- 
respondent of CATS reported on the lack 
of pets in Soviet Russia. 

These facts have deep meanings for us. 
They can increase our resolve as cat lovers 
that all parts of the world must be freed 
from the grip of a system which so regu- 
lates life that all which is not essential for 
material progress is eliminated. 

But as Americans and as believers in the 
Western way of life—there is a further 
frightening lesson for us to study. Through 
all previous eras the cat had had a favored 
position in China. It’s popularity in Chinese 
art and literature proves it. That barely 
fifteen years of Red rule have erased that 
position proves the power of the regime, 
but it proves something more. It is but

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one evidence of the willingness of our 
enemies to subordinate all else to their one 
aim—the control of all mankind. 

The decision to eliminate cats may have 
been unwise even from the material stand- 
point, but we can be sure it was made with 
just ore thought in mind: the world pro- 
gress of Communism. 

The leaders of the Chinese even more 
than the Russian leaders are dedicated, one 
might even say devout, believers in their 
religion—the belief that Marxist Commu- 
nism will overcome the world. They are 
willing to give their all and the all of their 
people toward the realization of that hope. 

Their zeal is coupled to the instruments 
of modern war much as the zeal of the 
early Christians was tied to peaceful means 
to subvert the Roman empire. Or as the 
Muslims used their primitive arms plus 
their religious dedication to conquer Africa, 
or as the ancient Hebrews with the same 
weapons took over Palestine. 

Given against us such dedication as the 
Chinese now have and such military power 
as they soon will possess, our luxurating 
and our idle enjoyment of our material 
comforts must of necessity be voluntarily 
brought to an end. Only by counter-dedica- 
tion, and not be force alone can we hope 
to stop the advance of an idea which has 
already proved itself to almost half of the 
people of the world to be stronger than 
what we call Freedom, Capitalism, or 
Christianity without really knowing any 
of them. 

In this war of ideas as well as of arms, 
cats can help us. They cannot be our main 
weapons—only our own realization of what 
America means and our own firm resolution 
to sacrifice all else to our main cause can 
win the struggle for us. But cats can be 
our symbol: of proud independence; of 
absolute individual freedom; of willingness 
to fight to the death when these are 
threatened. 

Let us fervently hope that we will not 
have to sacrifice our pet cats in our fight 
for our kind of world. But that we will 
have to sacrifice much that we value—much 
of the comfort and illusion that binds us 
and blinds us—that is inevitable.

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In 1947 niy husband and I flew to Bang- 
kok, Siam, to take up a residence that was 
to last for six years. The country was still 
in a state of political disturbance, the after- 
math of World War II during which Siam 
had been occupied by the Japanese. Civil- 


ians of the Allied Powers who had not 
been able to flee the country at the onset 
of the occupation had been committed to 
internment canyps for several years, and 
had only'‘recently been released. The forces 
of law and order were sorely tried in their 
attempt to maintain control against the 
wave of brigandage, thuggery, and thievery 
which swept Bangkok at that period and 
broke down completely in a series of 
governmental revolts and coup-d’ etats. In 
spite of the violence, we found Siam very 
friendly to Americans—in fact I know of 
no people in Asia more charming and 
thoughtful than the Thai—but there were 
many who were hungry who turned to 
violence and larceny to get what 
needed to survive.

We moved into a small open bungalow 
in a residential arca called Bangkapi, just 
outside Bangkok. The city lay on one side 
of us, and open rive fields and water buf- 
falo on the othe. Since we were a consider- 
able distance away from police protection 
we reinforced our household szaff by em- 
ploying a guard. We found this was no 
protection against thievery. After three con- 
secutive robberies w2 discharged the guard 
and acquired a pack of native Siamese 
terriers—small short-haired dogs 
very similar in appearance to the African 
Basenji. Just for size, we later added a 
Great Dane—bringirg our pack up to six 
The Siamese terriers were tough little crea- 
tures, and two of them—mother and son— 


brown 


developed into a team of fearless and in- 
stinctive “killers”. Reserving their affec- 
tion for members of our immediate family, 
the mother would launch a furious frontal 
attack against anyone — friend or foe — 
who entered our grounds while the son 
would rip in noiselessly and viciously from 
the rear. They were a lethal pair and their 
notorious reputation soon spread through- 
out Bangkapi. While those dogs caused us 
some embarrassment with our friends, we 
were never robbed again during the six 
years we lived in Siam. 

We next decided that we should get a 
Siamese cat. Since we were living in the 
country of the cat's origin, we anticipated 
no difficulties. We turned first to our 
new Siamese friends. Strangely, they did 
not seem to know anything about the cat 
as we described it! Next, we found an 
Indian houseboy—who spoke perfect Eng- 
lish—who assured us that he knew exactly 
what we wanted and could very easily get 
such a cat. A few days after our conversa- 
tion he appeared at our door with a covered 
basket. With a flourish of pride, he re- 
moved the cover. There was our Siamese 
cat—a plain white cat with a few flecks 
of brown—its only remote resemblance to 
a Siamese lay in the possession of a pair of 
large blue eyes! We did not have the 
heart to tell the Indian that this was not 
the cat we wanted, so we paid him $2.50 
for the animal and later gave it to friends. 
The experience confirmed our first im- 
pression of Siam, that it was a land where 
everything—including Siamese 
happened by chance. 

Later, we did manage to obtain an 
honest-to-goodness Seal Point Siamese cat 
from a Siamese, Khun Ying Aphibol Raja- 
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maitri. She, is turn, had obtained her 
original breeding stock from the wife of the 
American Ambassador to Thailand, Mrs. 
Stanton, and from the British Embassy. | 
mention these facts because from my own 
experience it is quite apparent that the 
“Siamese Cat’ fancy has been sustained, 
within Siam as well as outside the country, 
by foreigners rather than the Siamese. Dur- 
ing the first years of our residence I found 
no evidence of selective breeding, and no 
knowledge of, the Siamese Cat as we know 
it—among the Siamese themselves. 


In my first efforts to locate a Siamese cat, 
I was continually baffled by the behavior 
of my Siamese friends. In those early days 
I knew very little of the Siamese language, 
and my friends knew even less English. As 
a result, our early conversations consisted of 
an animated and congenial exchange of 
“pidgin” English, broken Thai—and sign 
language. At the end of an evening of this 
kind of conversation you frequently find 
yourself back at the starting point. In this

manner I would describe to them the Sia- 
mese cat I was looking or—a Seal Point 
Siamese a cream-colored cat with brown 
ears and a brown nose, brown feet, and a 
brown tail. This was not easy to do in sign 
language. My friends would get the idea 
of Siamese cat very quickly, but when it 
came to the colors everything went to 
pieces.

At this point 
I would always feel that the conversation, 
somehow, had gone astray, and that they 
were telling me about some member of the 
wildcat family in which I was not inter- 
ested. 

So, when I finally did obtain my honest- 
to-goodness Siamese Seal Point from Khun 
Ying Aphibol Rajamaitri, I called in our 
Siamese friends and pointed out our proud 
possession. 


“This is a Siamese cat.” I said. And there 
she stood—cream color, brown ears, brown 
nose, brown feet, brown tail, and blue 
eyes. By this time, | must add, we under- 
stocd one another much better. 


They looked at the cat carefully. “It is 
a Siamese cat,” they agreel. “Bat it is not 
the cat of the Siamese!” 

So they patiently explained it again, and 
this time I understood. The cat of the

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
W. Smith 





Just six years ago (CATS, May 1955), 
Muriel Morton Koenig wrote this descrip- 
tion of the male cat who is suffering from 
urinary disease: 

“In all kidney trouble the cat rapidly 
loses condition. He looks ragged, and his 
eyes recede into his head. In kidney trouble 
of the acute type, the cat usually shows a 
marked depression, and there may be in- 
termittent vomitting. The cat becomes very 
weak and you may notice that less or no 
urine is being passed and that it is darker 
and thicker than usual. The cat frequently 
licks the genital organs in an effort to re- 
lieve the pain or discomfort. 

“A pressure on the loins (sides of the 
abdomen) will cause the cat to cry out in 
pain. A crouching position and a disinclin- 
ation to move about are very symptomatic. 
There is usually a curious stiffness of move- 
ment as if the cat had rheumatism, and he 
will just crouch and swish his tail in an 
unnatural manner. In later stages the mouth 
may become congested, the blood vessels 
inside the mouth become enlarged, and 
the cheeks become red. There may be an 
ulceration of the mouth. In the terminal 
stage (near death) there is a drop in tem- 
perature and the feet and legs become cold 
to the touch.” 

These symptoms plus a typical urinary 
odor to the breath still very accurately de- 
scribe the appearance of a cat who is suf- 
fering from a urinary affliction. 

My own articles in CATS of June and 
July 1957 also comprehensively cover this 
condition, but because so many of you were 
not subscribers to CATS at that time, | 
feel I should rewrite this subject for the 
benefit of newcomers and also to bring 
all of us up-to-date. 

My main purpose in writing is to warn 
you that when the symptoms mentioned 
start to appear your cat is seriously ill, and 
he must be taken to the veterinarian with- 
out a moment's delay. Only by immediate 
skillful treatment can you be sure that 
your sick boy will recover. 

He may have an infection of the urinary 
tract, or some other systemic condition, but 
the most common and probably the most 
serious of all urinary afflictions is the for- 
mation of stones in the urinary system, 
usually eventually resulting in blockage of 
the urethra, the tube which carries the urine 
from the bladder to the outside of the 
body. Tiny crystals form, then grow to- 
gether until they are large enough to fill 
the passages. Plugs of mucuous in the 
urethra or blockages in other parts of the 
tract may also cause these same signs. 
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URINARY PROBLEMS 


What causes the original formation of 
the stones, we do not know. While they 
are composed of minerals of various kinds, 
experimental feeding of cats on high 
mineral diets has not caused stone forma- 
tion. Most authorities recommend that 
the urine of cats be kept acid, yet cats fed 
acid-forming foods such as beef or horse- 
meat have developed stones—and plugs 
formed of pure acid have been found as 
causes of urine stoppage. 

What this means is that I can’t give you 
any guaranteed advice on how to com- 
pletely avoid this trouble. But here are 
some of the things I do recommend: 

A well-balanced diet without too much 
of any ore food. In most cases this will 
automatically keep the pH of the urine 
such that stones will not form. 

Plenty of exercise. If you keep your 
male in a small cage or limit his move- 
ments in other ways, you are providing 
just the kind of environment where stones 
can settle down and grow rather than 
having the tiny seed-crystals keep moving 
out of the system. 

Give one-half of a Bufferin or Aspirin 
once a week. For some unknown reason 
this has been found to be an effective 
blockage preventive. I also use this medi- 
cation to induce urination in my males 
and females when they have not urinated 
at shows. It is safe to repeat the dose in 
four hours if needed. 

Lots of fresh water. If you don’t give 
your males all the water they can drink, 
what will there be to flush the stones out 
of the system while they are so small they 
can not cause damage? So far as I can 
learn, no studies have been made as to the 
possible effects of extremely hard water on 
stone formation, but I prefer to use rain 
water or other soft water for my males 
rather than the very hard water in my 
area. 

Absolute freedom for your males to 
urinate. If you have a male who retains 
his urine when in strange surroundings or 
when being carried in a carrier, I would 
think many times before subjecting him 
to the strain of travel and of cat shows. 
And if you are in the habit of letting your 
male go outdoors, don’t fail to also keep a 
pan of litter in the house so that if he is 
shut in for any reason, he'll be able to 
relieve himself. 

Many veterinarians think that early 
castration may be a contributing factor to 
urinary blockage, since the urinary canal 
may not increase in size after castration. 
Now the generally recommended age for 
this operation is from nine months to a 
year. 

Feed vitamin supplements. They are es- 
sential. But, be sure you choose one with 
relatively low mineral content. Those ad- 
vertised in CATS Magazine all fall well 
within what I consider to be a safe per- 
centage. Some others, though, are extremely 
high, as you will notice if you should 
start to make comparisons.

OF THE MALE 


These precautions. I am sure, will help 
you and your boy. But if you neglect them, 
or if even with the best care symptoms do 
develop, call in the veterinarian as soon 
as you notice that there is trouble. Home 
medications of various kinds sometimes 
work, but your cat is far too valuable to 
you to take a chance with his life—and 
that’s what you'd be doing. 

Your boy’s doctor will probably take 
immediate measures to relieve the pressure 
on the bladder. Then he will give one of 
the several excellent urinary antiseptics now 
being manufactured such as Furadantin or 
Urised. He may have to operate to remove 
the blockage, or it may come out by itself 
once the medication relaxes the walls of the 
passage. 

In any event, the patient will need con- 
stant attention for a few days, and you 
will probably be called upon to give him 
his medication for a time after you bring 
him home. Also, you will have to watch 
him carefully ever after, for once urinary 
infection or blockage develops there’s a very 
good chance that it will return. A drastic 
change of diet will probably be called for 
—from meat base to fish base, or vice 
versa; trips of any kind will be out; and 
close supervision of toilet habits will be 
necessary. 

Should it happen that repeated attacks 
do occur, it may be that scar tissue in the 
urethra is acting as a trap, and the only 
way permanent relief can be obtained will 
be by the surgical creation of a by-pass. 
The operation, which has been developed 
only recently, calls for cutting the urethra 
in front of the Cowpers gland and bring- 
ing the free end through the abdominal 
wall where it will heal into a permanent 
openirg. Believe it or nct, your male will 
learn control and will function just as well 
as if his plumbing were the old-fashioned 
kind. 

The continued losses of our males 
through urinary stoppage is one of the 
tragedies of cat ownership. All too often 
through ignorance or neglect owners fail 
to recognize that their male is sick until 
it is too late. If you have a male cat, make 
it a point to check his pan every day to 
be sure he has urinated. If he hasn't, check 
for the signs we've mentioned, and if any 
of them appear rush to the veterinarian. 
Only by constantly being on the alert can 
we cut down on the suffering and _heart- 
aches that these urinary conditions are 
causing.

Spraying can occur at any time, cven 
in males who are broken to the use of pans 
or trays. Male cats do not “come in heat”. 
They can be excited when there is a female 
cat around who is in season, and that wil! 
aggravate a tendency to spray. A jealous 
cat would no doubt be quite upset about 
attention that the baby will get, but 1 doult 
that it would cause any harm to the child. 
Many times cats will completely

the presence of young babies.

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KORAT 


Siamese is a solid gray cat with amber- 
green eyes. The cat is known as the 
Korat. Because it is rare, and because it is 
given only to the highest officials as a token 
of high esteem and affection, they still 
doubted that I would ever be able to ob- 
tain one. They doubted, too, that I could 
even find one in the remote villages of 
the Korat plateau, the area reported to be 
the native habitat of the Korat cat. They 
were quite correct. During the six years 
that we lived in Siam, I found it was im- 
possible to obtain one of the rare speci- 
mens. On a trip which I later made through 
the Korat district, I did not have the good 
fortune to see a single Korat, but I did 
not have the opportunity to stop in the 
villages. 

During our stay in Siam, whose name 
had meanwhile changed to Thai!ard, I saw 
only five or six specimens of the gray 
Korat cat. All of them were owred either 
by members of the Thai government, the 
Thai nobility, or high ranking representa- 
tives of foreign governments. The con- 
ditions of their ownership were such, that 
they were not for sale. They had been given 
or received under terms of highest honor, 
esteem, or respect, and endowed by the 
giver with the attribute of bringing good 
health and fortune to the recipient. When

I left Thailand in 1954 to accompany my 
husband on a new assignment in Irdo- 
China, I had given up hope of ever owning 
a Korat cat. But I told a Siamese friend 
that if she were ever able to obtain a pair 
of Korats to send them to me. I had no 
idea that she would be successful. 

In 1956 we arrived in the United States 
after spending nire years in South-East 
Asia. We brought with us several Seal 
Point Siamese, original stock that we had 
obtained from Khun Ying Aphibol Raja- 
maitri. In 1959, six years after we had 
left Bangkok, I received a letter from my 
Siamese correspondert with the surprising 
news that she had at long last obtained 
for me a pair of Korat cats! She had made 
arrangements with Pan American World 
Airways to fly them to the States. On June 
12, 1959, Pan American Airways called 
me from the International Airport at Port- 
land, Oregcn, advising me that two Korat 
cats had arrived from Bangkok, Thailand. 
Need ess to say, I cleared them throveh 
U.S. Customs without delay. The cats were 
beautiful, half-grown specimens, in excel- 
lent condition and health. 

At last I was the proud owner of a vair 
of Korat cats, the first pair, I believe, im- 
ported into the United Szates. Nara—zhe 
handsome male, and Dara—the gertle 
fema!c made a rapid adjustment to life in 
the USA, and became favorite pets of the 
household. With her first litter of kittens 
Dara demonstrated her devoted mothering 
quality. Nara and Dara have been exhibited 
in two Northwest Shows, and steps have 
been taken to establish the Korat cat as 
a breed in the United States. 

Structurally, the Korat is quite similar 
to the Royal Siamese, having a long 
slender body, delicate bone structure, and 
wedge-shaped head with very large ears 
high cn the head. The eyes are slanted— 
amber-green in color. 

The solid-gray coat is the outstanding 
feature of the Korat. The color is slate 
gray with a silvery cast along the feet and 
legs. The hairs are long, fine, and soft— 
lying close to the body. By touch, the 
hairs are gossamer soft. The gray coat is 
satin-like in appearance with a high sheen. 

In temperament the specimens we have 
had under observation have shown a gentle 
disposition. They possess an intriguing 
quality of alert but quiet watchfulness.

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The Korat is extremely intelligent, and 
for this reason makes an excellent com- 
panion. It is a “listening” cat, studied in 
its habits o observation, and more deliber- 
ate in its action than the Siamese. Though 
thoroughly domesticated, the behavior of 
the Korat in the deliberate caution of its 
movement suggests a natural state in which 
the animal must be as completely aware 
of the predator as the prey. 

In view of the small number of speci- 
mens observed at this time it is not possible 
to generalize either widely or accurately on 
the characteristics of the Korat, which 
could also change with further selective 
breeding. 

Among the Thai there has been some 
belief that the Korat was an introduced 
breed in Thailand. However it seems more 
likely that the cat has been in Thailand 
since ancient times. The only evidence for 





this belief—that it is very likely an indi- 
genous breed—is the fact that it is popu- 
larly regarded by the Thai as the cat of 
the Siamese, to an extent not given to the 
other breeds. Moreover, its role in the 
folk-ways of the Thai as an honorific gift 
would seem to indicate a long history of 
growing up with the people. It is the only 
instance of which I have accurate record 
of the survival of what must be an an- 
cient custem or rite in which a cat is con- 
sidered an honorific gift, a token of highest 
esteem. It is interesting to speculate just 
where or how this custom, belief, or rite 
may have developed and how it became 
associated with the Korat breed. 

In the medern era, the first foreign 
rational to take a serious interest in the 
Korat breed was Mrs. Austin Flegel who in 
1953/54 lived in Bangkok, accompanying 
her husband, Director of the United States 
Economic Mission. A pair of Korat cats 
received as gifts by Mrs. Flegel were the 
ancestal stock of the pair of Korats which 
I now own. I was not able to confirm this 
fact until after I had received the cats from 
Bangkok.

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like that of a toy wooden dog with a spring 
for a neck. People howled with laughter 
when they looked at him, and he howled 
back like a lost banshee. And Chiquita? 
She would quietly move the other kittens 
and pretend she had never seen him be- 
fore in her life. 

Little Joe was her cross. She never ac- 
cepted him. One by one the others went to 
good homes. First The Princess, then 


Funny Face and finally Copy Cat, her one 
son and her favorite of favorites. He looked 
exactly like her and she would hold him 
between her front paws and admire him or 
wash him for hours until he yelled in pro- 
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test. And when he slept she kept one pro- 
tective paw over him. We should never 
have given him away, even to the fine 
home we found for him. But we couldn't 
keep two kittens. And it soon became pain- 
fully clear that Little Joe was going to 
have to stay with us.

The next twelve years were happy ones 
for Joey. But Chiquita just bided her time 
until one sad day—for us, but not for 
Chica—Little Joe died, as quietly and 
gently as she had lived.

Kitten market improving. Unprecedented 
demand for genuinely show-type kittens 
of all breeds. Don't price too low. 
$100 should be absolute minimum for real 
show prospects. Some Himalayan breeders 
refusing papers with "pet-type" kittens 
even when sold for as high as $135. 

Good precedent for entire Fancy. 

Collections. Biggest problem for 
breeders: Shall I insist on cash in 
advance or shall I accept prospective 
buyer's offer to pay in installments after 
delivery of kitten? Installment selling 
very risky. Good alternative is to ask for 
installments in advance with agreement 
to ship kitten when full amount has been 
paid. Even when tempted, don't sell on 
credit, especially beyond your immediate 
neighborhood, unless you have means 
of checking on record of prospect. Some 
ways: ask buyer for three business credit 
references including bank—business 
people will gladly answer inquiries 
written on your cattery stationery about 
their experiences with your prospect. 
Write to All-Pets or CATS. They've had 
business dealings with most breeders, and 
will warn you if your prospect is one of 
the few you can't trust. 

Only two award issues. Because of the 
lengthening show season (April 23 this 
voar) it will be impossible to complete the 
1960-1961 All-Sectional—and All-American 
scoring until late in May. Result: One 
big All-Sectional issue in August 
covering All-Easterns, All-Westerns 
Midwesterns and All-Southerns. All- 
Americans and Cat of the Year in 
September as usual. 

Apology to DSH and Burmese Breeders. 
Dozens of letters from both of you protest- 
ing against CC suggestion that Shorthairs 
be realigned. Just an idea—are sorry 
we let it disguise our sincere admiration 
for the both Burmese and DSH standards 
with their refusal to demand extreme 
type. Unless changes to such common sense 
are made in the standards of their 
interpretation for other breeds, look for 
the same harmful extremes which exist in 
the dog fancy to the detriment of health, 
disposition, and even appearance. 

What's wrong with New York? five Detroit 
shows this season, three in San Diego, 
two in Buffalo. None in New York City. 

Cat Fancy must deteriorate fast when it 
fails to present itself to the cultural 
center of the world. How can we expect to 
be taken seriously or to secure 
publicity in national media when we don't 
even step into the main ring?
